Fire Department Asks for

The regular budgets of some of the town | 
departments this year will contain a few 
out-of the-ordinary requests, according to the 
figures presented to date to the finance com- 
mittee. The board of assessors are asking, as | 
is explained in another column, $3990 for the | 
assessors’ survey. The school board is asking | 
for allowances to improve the lighting in the 
echools, and also to do some necessary repair 
work that has been left undone for years. 

The fire department budget calls for $180 
for an inhalator, an instrument which is a 
great advance over the old pulmotor. It also 
includes a request for $350 for a new fire | 
alarm box at Woburn street and Ballardvale |

: The Board of Public Works is again asking | 
for a new construction allowance, given up 
tempor irily several years ago as an economy | 
measure. Three streets in town are to be 
reconstructed under the board’s plans. They 
are Morton street, Lewis street and the 
lower end of Harding street. 

\mong the special articles inserted on the 
petition of town departments are requests for | 
four different motor vehicles. The board of | 
public works is asking $900 for a new dump 
truck, together with trade-in allowance on | 
the old. The Spring Grove trustees have had 
an article inserted asking $825.50 for a new | 
truck, with trade-in allowance. The tree | 
warden is asking $900 for a new truck, but 
there will be no trade-in allowance because 
the old truck is worthless. 

The Board of Public Works is again asking 
for an electric pump costing $7000 and a new 
reservoir costing $23,000. It is also asking 
that the town enter into agreement with 
Andrew Basso to pay him $100 per year for 
damage to his property as the result of the | 
proximity of the ball park. This agreement | 


could be broken by either party on one 
year’s notice.

Dies in Attempt | 
to Heat Kitchen 


John Gillespie, 52, was found dead in the 
kitchen of his home at 15 Balmoral street 
Tuesday evening, apparently a victim of 
accidental suffocation’ or monoxide gas 
poisoning. He had been dead two days when 
discovered by Officers James Walker and 
Arthur Jowett, the latter of whom lives on 
the other side of the house. The two officers 
broke down the door, net having seen him 
since he entered the house Sunday evening. — | 

John Henderson of Reading, formerly of | 
Andover, who accompanied Gillespie home ; 
Sunday evening reported to police that in 
order to heat the kitchen Gillespie had | 
turned on three gas flames, two in the top | 
jets and one in the oven, Henderson left | 
soon after. Apparently the victim then fell | 
asleep, and passed away in his sleep. As the 
police reconstructed the death, the gas 
flames had evidently burned up all the oxygen 
in the room, which was about 11 feet by 12 
feet. After the man succumbed, the kitchen 
became very hot, and in a few more hours 
there probably would have been an explosion. | 
\ few bottles of water removed some distance 
from the stove were still hot when found. The 
body was badly burned. When the police | 
entered, the three burners were still going | 
full force. Assistant Medical Examiner Dr. | 
George B. Sargent examined the body, } 

Mr, Gillespie was a mule-spinner in the 
Marland mills. His only survivor is a sister, 
Mrs. John H. Kelly of Wakefield.

We have had a number of cases of Whoop 
ing Cough this year, which I think is caused | 
by the fact that this is one of the contagious | 
diseases where it is difficult to make an early | 
diagnosis. This is probably the casue of our | 
increase in the disease this past year. At} 
about the time the first cases were reported | 
to the Board of Health, there were many 
coughs, both in adults and children caused by | 
colds. Parents were often late in getting the | 
advice of their physicians and this gave the | 
disease an opportunity to spread, Any patient | 
suffering from Whooping Cough is more or 
less susceptible to pneumonia, because his 
powers of resistance are greatly impaired at 
this time; children especially should be given 
very good care at this time 

At the time of writing this report, there is 
a large epidemic of Measles in many of the 
cities and towns surrounding Andover. To 
date we have only 17 cases reported to our 
May I take this opportunity to warn 
mothers to watch for Measles in their families 
for at least 30 days. The incubation of measles 
is about 14 days, and they are very contagious 
and spread rapidly 

Measles have been very severe this year 
It is interesting to note that in some families 
where there has been Whooping Cough, there 
have been one or more contagious diseases 
following on immediately thereafter. 1 
would suggest that the mother watch more 
closely for any symptoms of these diseases so 
common to children and start an early isola 
tion, as Whooping Cough and Chicken-Pox 
have proven to be a troublesome combina 
tion 

lhe Schick Test has proven itself to be one 
of the most useful preventatives in Diph 
theria.
